ALL THOSE MEASURES COULD BE STUDIED ON A PRIORITY BASIS 
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AND IMPLEMENTED WITHOUT DELAY. (SEE ITEM 4.) IN ANY 
EVENT IT MUST BE MADE POSSIBLE FOR INDUSTRIAL REPRO- 
CESSING OPERATIONS ALREADY PLANNED AND BREEDER REACTOR 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMS CONNECTED WITH ALREADY DECIDED FUEL 
CYCLE POLICIES TO GO FORWARD DURING SUCH A STUDY. THE 
RESULTS OF WHICH CANNOT BE FORETOLD AT PRESENT. 

WITH RESPECT TO OTHER POINTS ON WHICH AGREEMENT HAS YET TO 
BE REACHED, ALL THE COUNTRIES COULD PROCEED TO A MORE 
DETAILED DEBATE. IN A SPIRIT OF OBJECTIVITY. WITH MUTUAL 
RESPECT FOR ONE ANOTHER'S CHOICES AND DECISIONS, AVOIDING 
ANY JEOPARDY TO THEIR RESPECTIVE FUEL CYCLE POLICIES WHEN 
THOSE POLICIES INVOLVE THE USE OF LEGITIMATELY ACQUIRED 
FUEL, AND PORVIDED THAT THE AGREED CONTROL MEASURES ARE 
ENFORCED. 

SUCH A COMPARATIVE STUDY COULD ANALYZE EACH OF THE ALTER- 
NATIVES PROPOSED TO DETERMINE ITS ABILITY TO MEET ENERGY 
NEEDS AND REDUCE THE RISKS OF PROLIFERATION. (SEE ITEMS
